“The House Committee on un-American Activities lists Oswald in 
in records as Secretary of the II. 0. Chapter “of tho Fi'CC. 

(I do not have the clipping - just the abovo-quoted notes.)

I looked into the business of the HUAC filos corno time ago. Refer to 
the Archives letter to me of April 30, 1969, and previous correspondence . 

All that could be found was under CA-l-Con gross. Rioro was come 

iroelovant stuff about another Jack Rubenstein vjho was named in same old 
Dies Committee reports. I got the routine letter of l/S/64 that was sent 
to HUAC, as to other agencies, asking for whatever tlioy had. The reply 
is a letter of 2/3/64 from Chairman hillis. (Dee my A3 file.) 

• i ll i s said that all material in the “public file’' of the Committee 
was being sent over. The Archives was apparently unable to find tills file, 
although I maybe did not push thorn, hard enough. They did specifically chock 
the HP" files. or haps I should make a F of I request of the Archives; if they 
still cant find it they night be forced to get a duplicate copy from the 
Committee. It might be wsrrk -b worth doing. 

h i H i s also mentioned a pre-assassination inter-office communication 
“which relates to the activities of X Oswald, as reported to a staff nenbor by 
telephone. " Ke offered to send it to Rankin if a subpoena was issued] 

This may well be a ccnnunicatioai from the state department on 6/12/62: see 
18H3C4. 

1 think the only HUAC CD is CD o97t which is not relevant (except that it 
does show that HUAC had its own source of the uswild property inventory.) 

Mills 1 letter does also mention* that on ll/23 the chief investigator 
was instructed to go to Dallas, and that the appointment of the arran Commission 
ended the Committee's consideration of an Independent investigation.
